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Corona Chair 


Despite its simplistic design, a lot of thought 
went into designing the Corona. It echoes 
the flexibility, strength, and form of the 
human spine, and allows users the freedom 
to move and be comfortable in it thanks to 
its curved cushions and no armrests. 

The original - designed in the early 
1960s and manufactured by Danish furniture 
company Erik Jorgensen - was crafted 
from solid oak and named the Pyramid. 

It was later released in the current steel 
version. The positioning of its oblong 
cushions, placed against a steel frame, give 
the impression of the seat being suspended. 


The Corona was designed by Danish 
designer Poul Volther, who believed that 
quality and functionality -notfadsand 
trends - were imperative to good design. 

He started his career as a cabinetmaker 
before teaching at Denmark’s Design 
School, where he espoused “form follows 
function” ideas. Although he was also 
known for producing the J110 Windsor 
chairs for Danish design company Hay, the 
Corona is his most famous design. However, 
it was only in 1997 (over 30 years after he 
released the Corona) that Poul achieved 
international recognition for it. 

Since its launch, the Corona continues to be 
manufactured by Erik Jorgensen, but is now 
available in a variety of upholstery materials 
- from red, green, and cognac leather to 
textured strudseskind (ostrich) leather. •

Chiew Sien Kuan’s studio signage has the 
words “artist’s studio’’ hand-painted in white 
over a plywood cutout of the letters that form 
the word “rojak" (Malay for “mixture”). Like 
a palimpsest (a manuscript which has words 
scraped off so that the page can be reused), 
this layered signage attests to his artistic role 
as a mediator across time and situations. 

Sien Kuan obtained a Master of Fine Art 
and Design from the University of Tasmania, 
Australia, and his work investigates the 
symbolic meaning of machines from different 
eras and cultures. Initially trained in painting 
at the Nanyang Academy of Fine Arts here, he 
is best known for his mixed-media sculptures 
that resemble or feature a car, boat or 
airplane. For example. Warm Machines (2009) 
was an installation held at the Esplanade 
which paid homage to two milestones of 
human invention - the wheel and the light 
bulb - that span five millennia. 


HIS STUDIO 

Sien Kuan sees his rented studio at Clementi 
Street 12 as “more than a workshop. It’s 
also a place for thought, rest, exploration 
and recycling”. The loft’s lower level is a 
library and display area for items such as 
a piano and hunting tools of the orang asii 
(Malaysia’s native people). Further in is the 
his main working area, where he stores his 
woodworking desk and carpentry tools. 

A raised platform near the window is where 
the 50-year-old artist holds meetings and 
gatherings with friends - or spends quiet time 
reading. The upper deck is used for storage. 

Flardly needing to buy art materials, 

Sien Kuan usually obtains them “from 
nature”, such as junk from dumpsters or 
leftover materials donated by his artist 
friends. Through the artist’s hands, discarded 
tree trunks and metal parts have been 
transformed into public commissions. 
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such as the whimsical Artist’s Workshop, 
showcased at the design festival Singaplural 
in 2014. ‘Tm no environmental activist,” he 
clarifies, “but I enjoy recycling pre-loved 
objects to create pieces with a sense of 
connection with the past.” 


HIS PROCESS 

The self-professed “old-school carpenter” 
strives to make artworks that blend in with, 
rather than disrupt, the everyday environment. 
His Hanging Up (201 1) series consists of 
bench-like wooden sculptures, with a piece 
of machinery suspended beneath the plank. 

“The only way that my wife would not mind 
having my art pieces at home is if they’re 
useful,” he explains jokingly. “The suspended 
parts accessorise a piece of functional furniture 
without adding any bulk.” 

Rather than referring to a sketch or design 
plan, Sien Kuan works with materials directly, 
which allows him to create spontaneously. 

The process may be long-drawn as he continues 
tinkering with the parts. “I don’t like to force-fit 
or make drastic changes to the material,” 
says the artist. “It’s like matchmaking; I can 
see harmonising aspects even in the most 
unlikely pairing.” •

Sophisticated and serene - that’s how 
we would describe the light and bright 
contemporary interiors of restaurant 
Luxe Singapore. The dining area’s 
lightly hued palette is accented with 
blonde wood and tan leather Nordic- 
style furniture, as well as white marble 
finishes and gleaming metallic tones. 

A long, sleek bar forms the focal 
point of the space - a great perch for 
after-work drinks (try the refreshing 
tropical-inspired spritzers). 

Luxe is a Sydney-based brand, with 
five bakery-cafe outlets in its native city. 
But here in Singapore as the group’s 
first overseas venture, the restaurant 
- designed by Victoria Hampshire of 
her eponymous practice - takes on a 
more refined look. "The space has a 
balance of highlights and neutrals, with 
warmth and texture infused into the 
clean, mostly white surroundings,’’ says 
Victoria. She also chose porcelain plates 
from Mud, a well-known Australian 
brand, for its beautiful craftsmanship 
and interesting forms that add to the 
dining experience. 

The restaurant aims to bring a dose 
of luxury into everyday nosh, as seen 
in its elevated version of the sausage 
roll, which is handmade with pork and 
fennel. Helmed by renowned Singapore- 
born Australian head chef Chui Lee Luk, 
the kitchen serves up dishes inspired 
by her South-east Asian roots. Some 
creations that fuse regional ingredients 
and modern Australian fare are the 
grilled barramundi with rojak flower 
butter sauce and pandan madeleines 
with kaya. •

THE TEMPLE HOUSE 

It’s named The Temple House 
but, don’t worry, there’s nothing 
sacrilegious about this new hotel within 
the Chengdu Daci Temple Cultural 
and Commercial Complex. It gets its 
name from the thousand-year-old 
Daci Temple in the same complex, but 
is actually made up of four heritage 
buildings and a courtyard next to 
it. The buildings’ restoration was a 
conservation effort started by the 
Chengdu City government and, now 
as a hotel, it houses 100 rooms and 42 
adjoining serviced apartments. 

UK-based architecture firm Make 
Architects designed the hotel with the 
intention of combining contemporary 
style with traditional elements. The 
buildings retain their old-world charm, 
featuring traditional materials such 
as timber, bricks and step-stones, 
with the hotel’s entrance located in a

Bangkok’s growing fashion and lifestyle 
industry has had more than some help from 
Bhanu Inkawat, the founder and creative 
director of Greyhound, one of Thailand’s 
most celebrated local design brands. 

Greyhound started out in 1980 as a 
menswear label known for its minimalist 
street style, and has since expanded to 
include womenswear, accessories, the 
sub-label Playhound, and a string of cafes. 
Bhanu’s keen eye for detail and a history 
of successful ventures make him a worthy 
juror for this year’s President’s Design 
Award, for which he was here recently. 



How did your advertising experience 
influence you as the creative director 
for Greyhound? 

I was lucky to grow up in a Leo Burnett 
culture, which is all about creativity 
and doing things that haven’t been 
done before. Its philosophy is: “When 
you reach for the stars, you may not 
quite get one, but you won’t come up 
with a handful of mud either.’’ This is 
something I live by every day. It helps 
me when I work on Greyhound. 

The Greyhound Cafe was one of the 
first in Bangkok to adopt an industrial 
style. Tell us more about that. 

We were there at the right time and place. 
When we launched in 1998, there weren’t 
many modern cafes around. You can say 


that we were the first fashion cafe in 
Bangkok. [Industrial chic] is a basic style, 
which is why it remains relevant today, 
but how do you make it your own? Our 
approach is about little twists, whether 
they’re in the statements on the wall, 
the uniforms, orthe plates we use. 

We hope to open a restaurant here at 
the beginning of next year. Singapore 
is a small but sophisticated market, 
and a gateway to South-east Asia. 

What have you learnt from designing 
for both fashion and food? 

With fashion, people ask: “What’s new?” 
With food, they insist on sameness. 

You’ve been in advertising, fashion, 
and the food and beverage industry. 
What’s your philosophy? 

If you create something good, the 
business and money will follow. Quality 
is what makes you stand out and 
what you should live on. Part of our 
success is due to people appreciating 
the effort we put into details - the 
quality, the consistency, the style. 

How would you like Greyhound 
to evolve? 

I want the team to understand the core 
value of the brand and keep improving on 
it. There’s a saying - the old generation 
is the root of the brand, while the new 
generation is the fire that lights it 
up, and takes it to another level. 4

Having grown up in an open and creative 
environment, it was natural for 33-year- 
old Indian artist Zoya Chaudhary to 
develop an artistic flair of her own. It is 
her love for hand-drawn illustrations and 
an intrigue for the East that propelled her 
to launch The East Story, a homeware 
label that combines Zoya’s rustic style 
with eastern myths, legends, and culture. 
The brand’s first collection is Murraqqa, 
a series of vibrant cushion covers 
inspired by Mughal art. 

Tell us about the designs in the 
Murraqqa collection. 

The Mughal Empire made India their 
home in the 16th century, and with 
that came art that was elaborate, 
geometrical and traditional. I wanted 
to give it a modern edge. I illustrate by 
hand and you’ll see that the prints are 
raw and uneven. The end product is less 
traditional, and more vibrant and fun. 


Plus, my sense of style and art has always 
been colourful. 

Why are you fascinated by the East? 

The West has always dominated (our 
lifestyles) - we speak their language, learn 
their poetry, and know their heroes - more 
than we know our own, or that of the East. 
When I sing British poetry to my kids now, 
it doesn’t make sense because we hadn’t 
seen those things in India. We need to 
know more about the East, too. 

How does your upbringing influence 
your work? 

Both my parents went to drama school 
in India and are in the media industry, 
and I grew up in Bombay, where all the 
artists and filmmakers are. On top of that, 
my dad is Hindu and my mum is Muslim, 
which wasn’t the norm back then. I wasn’t 
confined to just one culture and I had a 
more open upbringing. 


How does colour play a role in a home? 

Colour can be used to create dramatic decor 
for the home, and these can be used as focal 
points. For example, you can design around 
one colourful object. 

What else can we expect from the brand? 

There aren’t too many brands here with 
vibrant prints and I’m getting great feedback. 
Perhaps, with more options, people here will 
open up more to colour. We are planning to 
produce more quirky accessories and wall 
decor, so look out for that. #

or change their look without having to replace 
the whole sofa. Smart features, such as the 
Qi charging system that allows charging of 
devices upon surface contact, and discreetly 
located gesture-control systems to adjust 
recliners, have also been integrated in 
certain models. 

Furthermore, instead of conventional 
frames. King Living’s sofas use a suspension 
system that is usually integrated into car 
seats. This ensures a firmer support, which 
makes the sofa last longer (and also makes 
for a more comfortable guest bed). 

Another plus point: the components of 
each sofa come in separate boxes, so you can 
skip the hassle of trying to fit a too-large sofa 
into the lift or stairwell — a problem high- 
rise dwellers know all too well. In fact, David 
says, he and the Australia-based design team 
Studied the layouts of HDB flats and other 
typical homes here, in order to come up with 
new designs that cater to the market. 

Apart from King Living’s signature sofas, 
the brand also offers beds and chairs with 
the same quality and thoughtful details. You 
can also get display shelving, glass tables 
and more from Italian brand Former here, to 
complete your home. Prices start from $1 ,990

Tell us about the heritage of the brand. 

John Lewis is 1 50 years old, and started as a 
drapers shop back in Victorian Britain, creating 
products for high society. The founder wanted 
customers to stay in the shop for longer, and 
started bringing in other brands, from different 
categories such as fashion, homeware, electronics 
and beauty. Eventually, John Lewis took on more of 
a department-store format. 


What can we expect from John Lewis? 

We develop about 12 design themes each season. 
Gurrently, what’s big are the Goastal (inspired by 
the British coast) and Fusion (inspired by North 
African culture) collections, and also the Groft 
collection - which is the key focus here. Groft 
reflects a relaxed, modern British style, with the 
slightly dreamy, romantic feel of a seaside town. 

It is about comfort, texture and natural materials. 
Flero products include recycled glass vases made 
in Spain, scented candles made in the UK and 
cushions with lovely blue and grey hues. 


Does the selection of products here differ from 
that of the other two Asian countries - the 
Philippines and South Korea - it’s available in? 

We found that customers here are looking for 
more premium products, as they are more 
discerning and prefer newer design styles. We’ve 
created bespoke products, such as bed linen, for 
this market, too. In the Philippines, the customer 
seems to be more into kitsch Britannia elements, 
such as Union Jacks. In Korea, the customer likes 
clean designs with neutral colour palettes.

What was your inspiration for starting the blog? 

1 found I spent all rmy spare time reading interior 
magazines, and as interior design is what 
I love, I decided to make it more than a pastime. 

I thought that people might be interested in 
how I decorate and pull things together. Lottie 
Is Loving is a blog dedicated to good food, great 
design, interiors, art and getting together with 
friends and family. 

How would you describe your style? 

I would say it’s contemporary, influenced by 
both Mid-Century and Scandinavian design, but 
I don’t decorate with just one style. I’m not a 
fan of things being too “matchy”, but they must 
complement each other. “Too eclectic’’ looks 
messy and “too styled” looks stiff, so it’s about 
finding a unique balance - and to do that, you 
need to borrow from several different styles. 

Each person’s style is deeply influenced 
by where they come from. For me, what rings 
true is the Australian style. Australian design 
is light, bright and about embracing natural 
materials and the outdoors. I’m drawn to clean 
lines, open spaces, natural materials and things 
that evoke that outdoor, summery feeling of 
home (Australia). 

What did you want to achieve with your 
decorating? 

A relaxed look that also reflects my personality. 

I wanted to go for simplistic, natural materials 
that are inherently beautiful and will stand the 
test of time. I try not to be too “short term” with 
my purchases - I only buy things that I really love 
and I try to purchase things for the long term. 
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What makes your home unique? 

I’d have to say our art. I really started collecting 
art when we were living in Hong Kong - in 
particular, works by Australian artists. The 
first piece I bought, which can be seen in the 
entrance hall, is of the Sydney Harbour Bridge. 

What's your advice for buying art? 

I find that most people feel confident buying 
furniture and little things like vases, but they find 
going into a gallery intimidating - they think they 
should have some prior knowledge before they 
go in. This really isn’t the case. All you need to 
know is whether a piece resonates with you and 
whether or not you love it. If you love it - buy it. 

Most people will be surprised that not all art 
in galleries are ridiculously expensive. Yes, there 


are big-ticket items, but there will always be 
smaller or less-expensive works, too. 

How can readers get the look of your home? 

Buy what you love (not what someone else 
says is in style) and don’t rush it. Wait, look 
around, read magazines and see what’s going 
to work best in your space. 

I’m always drawn to Scandinavian-style 
pieces. It’s not so much its neutral palette that 
appeals to me - it’s the clean lines and the natural 
materials that the pieces are made from. I love to 
add bursts of colour with art, fresh flowers and 
soft furnishings such as cushions. •

Homeowner Sheryl Leong is a massive fan of 
Chanel. She’s a proud owner of numerous 
bags and accessories from the French fashion 
house, as she has always had a soft spot for its 
chic aesthetics. 

So when Sheryl and her husband, Steed Koh, 
approached Fuse Concept’s interior designer, 
Landren Lim, with the renovation of their home, 
the idea of Chanel-inspired interiors was brought 
to the table. The designer then interpreted the 
timeless style of the brand’s boutiques loosely 
for the couple’s condominium apartment: “We 
took elements from Chanel’s vintage as well as 
modern looks, so the home has both classical and 
contemporary decor styles,” Landren surmises. 
And thanks to his tasteful execution, this 


apartment doesn’t scream high fashion opulence, 
but embodies the same enduring qualities that 
the brand is often associated with. 

The fashion boutique theme was best executed 
in the walk-in wardrobe, which takes the place 
of the former study behind the living room. Just 
like in the shops, the couple’s miniature “stone” 
has an accessories display island where Sheryl’s 
dazzling Chanel jewellery can be admired through 
the glass countertop. Next to the island is a stand- 
alone display shelf, which features a full-height 
mirror that adds another layer of authenticity to 
this one-of-a-kind “boutique”. 

And what better way to zone this space than 
with classic French doors? The sliding glass 
doors allow more light to flow through the entire ±. 
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apartment, and enable this unique anea to be 
appneciated fnom mone angles in the home. 

To up the luxe facton of the living anea, the 
designen dotted it with thnee tables - including 
the foun-seaten dining table - that ane customised 
fnom a slab of lavish tnaventine manble with 
stniking gnains. 

As the apantment has lange floon-to-ceiling 
windows that let in plenty of sunlight, Landnen 
assuned the couple that the masten bednoom 
could affond to take on danken colouns. They took 
the chance, and wene newanded with majon style 
points thanks to a black classical-style headboand 
that stnetches all the way to the ceiling. “Fon a 
gnanden look, we cneated a low bed fname that 
makes the ceiling look highen,” explains Landnen. 
Fie also netained all the existing doons and 
bednoom wandnobes, but stained them black to 
achieve a mone unified look fon the entine home. 

“They ane a couple with fine taste,” the 
designen neveals of his clients. “They wene willing 
to spend a little mone fon betten-quality matenials, 
such as mone solid-looking wooden beading, 
nathen than plasten vensions fon the cupboands’ 
panelling. These small details make a diffenence 
in achieving a mone polished look.” 

The nefunbishment of this decade-old 
apantment took eight weeks and set the 
couple back $140,000 (inclusive of funnishings), 
but it’s a small investment fon the high-end 
look of Chanel. •

Having spotted interior designer Dan 
Wu’s projects on several websites and 
magazines, this couple knew that they 
wanted him to work on their new two- 
bedroom condominium unit. They had 
just two major requests - one was to 
use craftstone, and the other was to 
rework their small space to be able 
to accommodate guests when they 
entertain. Most importantly, they asked 
for the industrial-rustic aesthetic that 
Dan was known for. 

There was no need for a major 
renovation; the only change Dan made to 
the structure of the space was to create 
a window between the study and the 
living area, as the wife requested a 
brighter room for her craft projects.

I like the idea of mood lighting 
at home. Any tips on where to 
place lamps? 

Every space needs three types 
of lighting. While two of them - 
general and task lighting - are 
more functional, it’s accent 
lighting that creates mood. 

Accent or mood lighting is 
what creates that “hotel-room 
effect” - an inviting, relaxing 
ambience that just puts you at 
ease. You can recreate that at 
home with lamps that emit soft 
diffused warm light. 

“To create mood, turn off 
brighter lights and switch on 
softer mood lighting. Use lower- 
wattage bulbs - incandescent 
bulbs work much better as they 
have a soothing, warm glow. 


A dimmer switch is also a great 
option,” says Anthony Desaram 
of Taylor B Lighting Gallery. 

Depending on your furniture 
arrangement, you can use 
floor as well as table lamps. 
These are more versatile than 
wall-mounted scones, for 
example. It also adds variety 
to the composition of items in 
the room. 

Just ensure that the colour 
temperature of the bulbs used 
are similar so the overall 
illumination is consistent. 

Anthony also suggests 
placing lamps in unexpected 
places, such as within a 
bookshelf or inside an 
armoire cabinet, to create a 
unique and calming effect. 



Rattan furniture has become 
quite hip recently, but how do 
I maintain it? 

We’re glad to see a familiar 
favourite - rattan furniture - in 
the limelight again. Being a 
natural material, the vine is used 
to make furniture because of its 
great strength and durability. 

However, always keep rattan 
pieces away from strong sunlight 
and rain, as these elements can 
weaken its fibres, says Colin 
Banning of Dreamweave & 

Other Stories. His shop carries 
Danish brand Sika-Design, which 
specialises in rattan furniture. 
Humidity is fine though, as rattan 
grows in this climate. 

To keep rattan pieces in 
tip-top condition, Colin advises 
brushing them now and then 
to keep them free from dust 
and mildew, which can cause 
the fibre to decay. Then, wipe 
them down with a soft cloth 
dampened with soap suds made 
with dishwashing liquid (to avoid 
over-wetting the rattan). Use a 
toothbrush to get into the cracks 
and crevices. 

Always distribute weight 
evenly on the seat; never kneel 
or step on the seat as the 
concentrated weight will exert 
unnecessary pressure on the 
strands, says Colin. Spills should 
be taken care of immediately 
before they harden or stain, by 
wiping with a sponge wrung from 
sudsy water. If you spot mould or 
mildew growing on your rattan 
furniture, simply clean with warm 
soapy water. Then, rinse well and 
dry it outdoors. 

To restore dry, cracked, or 
split rattan, apply boiled linseed 
oil with a brush. When the 
furniture won’t absorb any more 
oil, wipe it clean with a soft cloth. 
Allow it to dry or harden before 
using the furniture piece. ±.

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For my home, which is very 
breezy, should I use 
Venetian blinds (they might 
flap and make a lot of noise), 
or standard curtains? 

How lucky you are, to be living 
in such a breezy place! On the 
flip side, strong winds can cause 
problems, too. Curtains would be 
the wrong choice for your windows 
in such breezy conditions, unless 
they are made of a thicker and 
heavier material, or are weighted. 

Covered drapery weights can 
be sewn inside the hem of the 
curtain - this helps the curtain 
stay in position, and fall better as 


well. You can ask your curtain 
supplier to sew them in, or sew 
them in yourself. 

Horizontal blinds might 
actually be the better choice 
for windy homes - you just have 
to ensure that they can be fixed 
at the bottom to the window 
frame, so they don’t flap and 
cause a racket. 

How about not having window 
treatments? Use window films 
to keep the heat and glare out 
instead. These are not necessarily 
tinted, and can actually look like 
there are no films on the window 
at all! 


Dust is a big problem in my 
home. How do I keep it dust- 
free? 

Do you keep lots of decorative 
items at home and hoard paper 
(old newspapers, magazines and 
books)? Is the majority of your 
furniture upholstered, and is your 
closet stacked full of clothing? 

If you’ve answered yes to these 
questions, we’re not surprised 
that you have a dusty home! 

Dust is made up of tiny 
particles that include fabric 
fibres, paper, hair, dead skin and 
dirt. It’s important to get rid of 
dust on a regular basis, as it can 
cause health problems. 

First, clear hard-to-clean 
items that dust can settle on, 
such as decorative objects. Throw 
away old paper items (which 
degenerates), reduce the amount 
of fabric-covered furniture and 
other soft furnishings (which dust 
is attracted to), and clean out 
your closet (dust falls from 
your clothes when you open the 
closet door, just look at the floor 
of your closet). 

Regular cleaning is the key 
to keeping your home dust-free. 
Sweep and vacuum regularly, 
and wipe down surfaces with a 
damp cloth or a microfibre cloth, 
which can trap the smallest 
dust particles. Bedding should 
be changed once a week for 
pillowcases and sheets (don’t 
leave them longer than two 
weeks). Once in a while, take out 
your pillows and duvets, as well 
as seat cushions and rugs, and 
beat them (with a broomstick or 
pole) to get rid of the dust that 
has accumulated on them. #

GREEN YOUR HOME 

Tips to grow: 

Air plants like airy spots with good 
ventilation, such as a big open room. 
Mist them with a spray twice a month. 


We all love the look of plants at home. Research even 
shows that they help lower stress and improve your 
well-being. With these six plants, you’ll get the feel-good 
effects without needing a green thumb! 



ALOE 

This plant is not only beautiful, but also 
very useful. The leaves are filled with a 
gel that is incredibly healing, especially 
on burns. Every cook should have aloe 
at hand! 

Tips to grow: 

Aloe loves water and sunlight. 

Fill the pot with pebbles at the bottom 
for drainage. Water the soil until 
soaked and allow to fully dry in 
between waterings. 

SUCCULENTS 

Thick and fleshy plants, they store 
water and are drought-resistant, 
making them great for a terrarium. 
Succulents come in an array of 
colours, sizes and patterns, and look 
great grouped together. 

Tips to grow: 

Succulents can absorb dew and 
moisture from the air! Once a week, 
wateryour plant with a spray. Focus on 
the leaves and the top layer of soil. 


MONEY PLANTS 

A larger version of this creeper is 
usually sold in a pot with a centre 
support for the vines to grow up on. 
They’re inexpensive and can grow 
quite large. Money plants are also 
known as natural air purifiers as 
they absorb toxins and chemicals in 
the air. 

Tips to grow: 

Yellow or fading leaves are a sign of 
overexposure to sunlight, so keep 
the plant away from direct sunlight. 
Twice a month, waterthe soil until 
fully soaked and drain it out from the 
bottom of the pot. 

AIR PLANTS 

You can’t go more low-maintenance 
than these. They require absolutely 
no soil! You can use them in many 
creative ways - hot glue them onto 
magnets foryour fridge, hang them 
on walls with wire hooks as decor, 
or tuck them around your bookshelf. 


BAMBOO 

Lucky bamboo, which grows in water, 
looks beautiful all year long. It’s hardy 
and resilient - if you’re looking for a 
plant that requires no watering at all 
- this is it! 

Tips to grow: 

Keep your bamboo away from 
direct sunlight. Place the stalks in a 
glass container, filled with beautiful 
pebbles or rocks to hold them up. 

Fill the container with bottled spring 
water, fully covering the roots. Twice 
a month, change the water to keep 
the plant healthy and to prevent 
mosquitoes from breeding. 


ROSEMARY 

It’s a hardy, beautiful plant that’s 
great with chicken, pork and fish, or 
you can infuse oils and vinegars with 
the herb. It doesn’t wilt easily, so you 
can spruce up your table decor with 
cuttings tied around dinner napkins. 
Tips to grow: 

Rosemary is a desert plant that 
thrives under harsh conditions. It 
likes direct sunlight and very little 
water. Water it twice a month and 
prune it often. 




TIP! 

If you buy your plant fronn a 
tree nursery, always repot it. 
Nurseries will often use cheap 
soil filled with clay to save 
money. Buy good quality potting 
soil and pebbles for drainage. 
Fill a few inches of the pot with 
pebbles, then halfway with soil. 
Repot your plant and fill it to the 
top with soil. Give it a good first 
watering until fully soaked and 
you see the water draining. •

HOME (ABROAD) FOR SALE 


Buying property abroad is a huge step, but that is only half the job. When 
selling your foreign property, right timing and a grasp of tax laws are crucial. 



Many investors aim to sell their 
overseas property fora profit, but 
ensuring your investment reaps 
healthy gains means navigating 
through an often unfamiliar and 
tricky landscape. We look at what 
sellers of properties in popular 
locations, such as the UK and 
Australia, should bear in mind. 

GETTING STARTED 

So you want to sell your overseas 
property? First things first - 
it’s crucial to get your finances 
and legal paperwork in order 
before marketing the property. 
Camilla Dell, managing partner 
of British property buying agency 
Black Brick, says: “Normally, 
this will be done by the solicitor 
who acted on the purchase 
of the property, so your first 
point of call should be to your 
conveyancing lawyer to make 
sure he is prepared and ready 
for the sale.” 

If you have held the property 
for an extended period, ensure 
that you have all the relevant 
certificates and approvals, she 
adds, as the buyers’ lawyer will 
require these. 

TIMING 

When you put the property on the 
market is another critical factor 
to consider. Some people may 
choose to sell their properties 
well before the completion of 
the purchase in hopes of making 
a quick profit. 


Flowever, Doris Tan, head 
of international residential 
property services at JLL 
Singapore, warns that it is not 
a simple process. For instance, 
buyers of British properties 
need to ensure that they have 
sufficient funds to complete 
the full transaction with the 
developer, even if they plan 
on selling the property before 
its completion. 

Should the transaction 
between the original buyers 
and new buyers fall through, 
the onus will be on the original 
buyer to complete the property 
purchase, she adds. 

Some buyers purchase 
property with the intention 
of selling it a few years later 
for capital gains. Peter Thng, 
executive director of Reapfield 
Property Consultants, notes 
that capital appreciation in 
Australia sometimes moves at 
a steady and moderate pace, so 
it is advisable to hold properties 
there for more than four years 
to see decent appreciation. 

Capital gains tax laws will 
also influence how long you 
hold on to your property. 

The New Zealand 
government recently 
introduced measures against 
speculation, so anyone selling 
a residential property that is 
not their main home within 
two years of purchase will 
face a tax on capital gains. 
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In Malaysia, the longer one 
holds a property, the lower the 
property gains tax will be. 

Sellers also need to pay close 
attention to developments in the 
domestic property markets and 
the state of the economies. Peter 
notes that returns may well 
depend on where the market lies 
in the property boom-bust cycle. 

Exchange rate movements 
can also be a big factor to 
watch out for, adds Savills’ 
head of international residential 
sales, Gavin Sung. Something 
as innocuous as the passing 
seasons can influence your 
decision as well. Camilla of 
Black Brick observes that most 
sellers in the UK typically put 
their properties on the market 
in spring - that is, in March, 

April and May. 

“The days are longer and, 
generally, properties look better 
when the weather is better, 
while very quiet periods tend to 
be around Christmas and New 
Year,” she explains. But this 
varies for different markets. 

“The prime central London 
property market is so short on 
supply that you can’t really go 
wrong putting your property on 
sale anytime between March and 
November”, she adds. 

PROPERTY VALUATION 

As you prepare to sell, you need 
the right real estate agency to 
evaluate the property and market 
it at the right price. Be clear on 
the valuation process of each 
real estate agency. 

For instance. Black Brick 
ensures at least three estate 
agents will evaluate the property 
and report their estimates on 
what the property could sell for. 
The agency then checks these 
recommended asking prices 
with comparable sales data. 

Rather than simply relying 
on figures relayed by agents. 



Peter of Reapfield Property 
Consultants said it is “best to 
do your own homework” by 
observing recent transactions 
of similar properties. Marketing 
the property at the right price is 
crucial. Camilla cautions: “Gften, 
the properties that end up sitting 
on the market for months on end 
are overpriced.” 

FINDING A BUYER 

Every seller wants to find a 
buyer, and this means appointing 
a real estate agency to undertake 
the marketing. The foreign 
ownership laws in each country 
will determine who your potential 
buyers will be, which will affect 
your marketing strategies. 

In Australia, resale homes 
can be bought by only Australians 
or permanent residents. 

It might be best to engage a 
local real estate agent to source 
for local buyers, says Peter. 

No such foreign ownership 
restrictions apply in the UK, 

Japan and New Zealand. 

Andrew McCasker, head of 
property finance for South and 
South-east Asia at the National 
Australia Bank, notes that sellers 
in such markets may choose 


an offshore agent to market the 
property to international buyers 
as well. 

Before selecting a real estate 
agent, find out more about the 
agent’s marketing plans. 

Typically, the agents should 
list your property on their website 
and other mainstream property 
portals, conduct viewings of the 
property and, in some cases, an 
auction of the property. 

Sellers should also make 
their properties as attractive as 
possible. This can be as simple 
as making sure the place is clean 
and all lights are working. Even 
the aroma of freshly brewed coffee 
during viewings is said by some to 
make a difference. Camilla says: 
“First impressions count for a lot 
and buyers can be easily put off by 
a dirty house full of clutter.” 

LEGAL PROCESS 

After finding a potential buyer 
and engaging a lawyer, the seller 
then needs to negotiate with the 
buyer. Initially, the seller needs to 
agree on the terms of purchase 
with the buyer. These include 
the purchase price, transaction 
timeline and whether furniture is 
to be included in the sale. Jt 
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And unless it is a new 
development, the buyerwill 
normally make an offer subject 
to a full physical examination by 
a surveyor. The buyer may also 
negotiate a period of exclusivity, 
during which the seller cannot 
market the property. Caspar 
Harvard-Walls, a partner at 
Black Brick, says: “You should try 
to agree on all key terms at the 
outset so that there is less scope 
for argument later on.” 

This initial agreement is 
non-binding for both parties. 

Both are entitled to walk away 
at any point until contracts are 
exchanged. After that, lawyers of 
the sellers and buyers will enter 
into correspondence. 

As the seller, your lawyer is 
required to send a package of 
documents that will include the 
draft contract, title information, 
your replies to standard inquiries 
and any supporting information. 

During this period, the 
buyer may engage a surveyor to 
examine the physical condition of 
the property. Your lawyer will aid 
in the negotiation of terms until 


both sides are satisfied. 

The second stage involves 
the exchange of contracts. 

Before this exchange, both sides 
must agree on a completion date 
- the date when the full purchase 
price must be paid. 

If you are selling a property 
that is still being built, the 
completion date is delayed 
until the property is ready 
for occupation. A deposit, 
usually 10 per cent of the total 
purchase price, is paid during 
the signing of contracts. Once 
contracts are exchanged, the 
buyer is committed to the 
purchase and must pay the rest 
of the purchase price on the 
completion date. 

The last stage is at the 
agreed time of completion. 

By this date, the buyer is 
required to pay the remaining 
balance. Usually, no cheques 
are allowed and the lawyers 
are tasked with making sure 
payment is received. 

At the closing of the deal, 
the seller will sign a document 
that transfers ownership to the 


new buyer. The general process 
is similar for most countries 
such as Australia, the UK and 
Japan, although each country 
has different terms and slight 
variations in the process. 

In Japan, when preparing a 
real estate sales contract, the 
seller needs to notify the buyer 
of the condition of the property. 
The seller is required to hand 
over the property in the condition 
reported in the contract. 

The mode of payment 
also differs across countries. 
Conveyancing lawyer Tan Seow 
Peer from Joseph Tan Jude 
Benny LLP says that in countries 
such as Malaysia and the US, 
the money is put in an escrow 
account with a stakeholding 
company. Lawyers ensure that 
certain processes are completed 
before releasing the documents 
that register the buyer as the 
new owner. 

Sellers also need to take 
note of different taxation systems 
across countries. Before the 
completion date, sellers must 
usually settle any fixed asset 
taxes, capital gains tax and any 
other property management fees. 
There are also additional fees, 
such as land registration cost 
and agent’s commission. Real 
estate agents typically charge 
between 1 .5 per cent and 3 per 
cent of the final sales price. #

IT’S A COVER-UP 


The standout features of this four-room HDB flat were created 
with a clever sleight of hand using paint! 


With no prior experience renovating 
a home, the newly-wed owners of 
this HDB Built-To-Order flat along 
Yuan Ching Road reached out to 
Space Factor for help. The interior 
design firm helped them narrow 
down their many ideas, and keep 
in line with their $30,000 budget. 

The couple chose to have a 
contemporary Scandinavian look 
with some industrial elements. 

This meant creating a soothing 
palette of wood tones, whites 
and greys throughout the home, 
with furnishings in light colours 
and clean lines, to keep the living 
room looking bright and airy.
